But again the library is cramped. The new 
building, however, with its contemplated addi- 
tions, will be sufficient for long years to ccme, 
and indeed for all time. Under Dr. Poole’s 
efficient and expert administration all the de- 
partments have moved steadily along, though 
naturally those which were first organized 
have made the most rapid growth. Its de- 
partments of bibliography, American history, 
music, art, and ‘medicine. already .compare 
favorably with any in the country, and that of 
music, which was the first inaugurated, has no 
equal in the value and rarity of its works, 
some of them being unique and to be found in 
only a few of the great European libraries. 
The whole number of books in the library 
Jan. 1, 1891, was 60,614, and of pamphlets 
,23,958, the accession of books during the year 
being 23,242 and of pamphlets 11,610, the list 
including among others the famous Florentine 
musical library of Count Piu Resse: the Pro- 
basco library, which is rich in unique works 
and art bindings; numerous yaluable works 
from the Barlow collection, and the invaluable 
library of the Medical Library Association of 
this city, transferred from the Public Library. 
Since the above date the number of works 
has been largely increased in all departments, 
both by purchase and donation. Surely this 
is an encouraging result of barely four years’ 
work.

The Indians are —— treaty, have 
refused to accept their portion of first pay- 
ment, and they are not that class who believe 
in the coming of the Messiah, when the lands 
will again be filled with buffalo and game and 
the spirits of departed Indians will re- 
turn and take their places in 
the tepees.. Hence the living Indians who 
oppose the treaty are averse to occupancy by 
the pale faces and there be some of the old 
heads here, whites who have lived in this sec- 
tion all their lives, who say that this spirit of 
discontent will have to be wiped out with 
blood sooner or later. An intelligent govern- 
ment scout and interpreter who has been over 
every foot of the reservation and who knows 
every Indian of any consequence and who has 
done the government. much service—his 
name is Benton Clark—has an opinion on 
the question worth some consideration. 
He thinks that even those Indians who 
have acquiesced will soon be sorry for it. 
It may read strange to see the word fad in 
connettion with an Indian, but Clark says 
this land business with the Indians is a fad. 
He says that the Arapahoe and Cheyennes 
are trying to become in a few weeks 
what the Choctaws and Cherokees have 
been trying to become for a hundred years. 
Just now the Indians who have accepted their 
annuities are enjoying the sunburst ef money. 
They are spending it foolishly. For example, 
in sight of this fort there is an Indian tent in

side is a new carriage which cost $200. The 
old buck and his squaw and papooses climb 
into that carriage every day, and the old buck 
spends his money among the gamblers and 
confidence men, the squaw spending hers for 
tom-foolery. Clark gives this as an example 
and then adds: “As the money is gone the In- 
dian will become dissatisfied, for he won’t 
work his allotment, and if he leases, as mauy 
will do, by the terms of the lease, at the ex- 
piration of that time, he will get the sulks and 
probably join the ghost dances, and the gov- 
ernment will find that it will not have solved 
the Indian problem after all.“ 
Troops on Hand. 

There are now at the fort Companies G, 
Thirteenth Infantry, and Troops C and E of 
the Fifth Cavalry. In County C is Troop K, 
in G Troop D, in B Troop G. In Counties E 
and F are troops from Camp Supply in the 
Cherokee Strip and in County H troops from 
Fort Sill. These troops are all watching the 
boomers. They will be kept on the alert up 
to the hour of opening, but the prediction is 
made by the conservative element that within 
a few days after the run the troops will have 
to get out of the way or they will be over- 
taken and run down by the army of disgrun- 
tled, disappointed, disheartened, and broken 
ex-boomers returning from their chase of 
folly. This is lamentable, but it is vain to 
preach it now. The boomers are infatuated 
with visions of sweet fields and swelling 
floods.

That a great deal of the country isn’t fit for 
goat pasturage. 

Reference has already been made to the 
fact that the best lands have been allotted to 
the Indians. There are 8,269 Indians, and 
each Indian man, squaw, * papoose is en- 
titled to 160 acres. 

Some of the males are s@uaw-men with In- 
dian wives who have lived here from boyhvod. 
They are shrewd fellows in inoney affairs and 
are in with the Indians. The result is that in 
the allotments the squaw-tmen, knowmg every 
foot of ground, know what to select and have 
located accordingly for themselves and for the 
Indians. In this they have been ably assisted 
by whito men who have cattle interests here, 
and these white men are not. ranchmen, 
as one might suppose, but many of them be- 
long to that famous syndieate of capitalists 
in New York, Chicago, and St. Louis who 
have combined to defeat Cleveland for re- 
election because he refused to anvul the order 
known as the forty-day order by Sheridan, 
which made the cattlemen take their cattle 
out of the Territory in 1885. What chance has 
an ordinary boomer against such a combina-

A trip into County H reyeals the Washitd | 


Valley. This extends as at 3 as the southern 
boundary line of County If there is any 
garden spot in the reservation it is this valley, 
The bottoms along this river are a mile and a 
half wide; the soil will de productive along 
this course. Every q section of this 
valley is allotted to Ind and squaw-men, 
and interested with these dre the cattle kings. 

When ode leaves these bottoms he comes to 
the high ridges. On occasionally is a 
quarter section of fairly land, but for 
the most part it is thin, li red soil, which 
in dry weather blows away like ashes, and the 
dry weather beg in August and lasts until

rain. This season is prematurely dry. The 
atmosphere new is: filled with clouds of red 
dust.

ON THE SISSETON BORDERS, 


Many People Already Gathered—The Land 
Is Poor and Is a Sea of Mud. 

Brown’s Vr, Minn., April 13.— [Spe- 
cial. — The crowds have been coming in 150 a 
day until tonight, when 400 appeared, swell- 
ing the number present to abogt 1,000. From 
present advices there will not be many more 
tomorrow. It is safe to assume that not more 
than 1,500 will join in the rush Friday. There 
are few evidenves of excitement. The home- 
seekers are buying their implements and 
otherwise making their preparations, though 
they keep closely housed. 

A number of covered wagons are here, and 
will move to points close to the line. The hard- 
ware stores here have disposed of all their 
spades and axes, 

Outside of the reservation line stand a num- 
ber of wagons loaded with limber and pro- 
visions. Everybody able to do so has _ hired 
teams or riding-horses for the rush. A blind - 
ing rain-storm is now raging. The indications 
are that it will continue Thursday. Wednes- 
day Col. Brace, the Government Surveyor, and 
your correspundent went across the reservation 
to the border line on the extreme north, a 
distance of 40 miles. In all that distance 
there was not a sign of man,.woman, or 
child: net a tree or a bush, not the 
sign of a place of shelter. 
On the border line near Hankinson fora 
distance of ten mules there was but one tent 
in sight. This contained ten men. One farm- 
house near by contained four, and this is the 
extent of the excitement and rush near there. 
At or near Wheaton there are perhaps between 
200 and 300 people. They are camped in tents 
and in barns and farmhouses, 

No man could subsist here nor find his way 
about. In a rush for land he cannot take a 
big heavy wagon. That there will be intense 
suffering for a time all through the northern 
end is a fact beyond dispute. Where all the 
best remaining lands are located and -where 
the biggest rush will be is in the western part 
of the reserve where there is somé timber. 
Already a big crowd of squatters have located. 
In two-thirds of the région there is not a 
single stream of water.

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THEODORE ROOSEVELT COMES TO 
emen — 


A0 Claims the Visit Solely on Business 

Connected with the World's Fair—Others 
Say Reported Violation of the Civil Serv- 
ice Law in the Matter of Political As- 
sessment Caused the Commissioner's 
Sudden Trip West—Calls on and Con- 
sultations with Various. Officials, 


The government officials who occupy rooms 
in the Postottice Building and draw salaries 
for the services which they render to the 
United States Civil Service Commission were 
treated to a surprise yesterday. The cause 
thereof was an unexpected visit from Theo- 
dore Roosevelt of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. Commissioner Roosevelt’s unexpected 
arrival in Chicago was ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of organizing a hunter's camp for the 
World’s Fair, a project that is not in the least 
strange, for he is a mighty hunter, both by 
deeds and reputation,and if his Dutch ancestry 
were nut so well blished he might easily 
pass himself off for a direct descendant of 
Nimrod. 

Couttaissioner Roosevelt did take the 
initiatory steps toward establishing the camp, 
but it was only a side issue. The real purpose 
of his visit, itis openly stated, was to ferret 
out the truth concerning the rumors that the 
political hat had been unduly passed around 
among the civil service officials for campaign 
purposes in violation of tne Civil Service law. 
Just what he discovered during his visit is un- 
known, for he left for Washington at noon yes 
day without disclosing the) results of his in- 
vestigation. 


Mr. Roosevelt Calls ¢ on Col. Sexton, 


Commissioner’ Roosevelt first called on 
Postmaster Sexton, to whom he announced 
he had not visited department in his 
official. capacity, but simply to borrow the 
services ofa stenographer for a few hours. 
Then he went upstairs. In the Custom-House 
he was closeted for some time with Collector 
Clark and Assistant Custodian D. E. Shana- 
han. Afterwards he talked with United States 
Marshal Hitchcock and his assistant, L. O. 
Gillman, and finally with United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Milchrist. 

It is said the investigation was caused by 


charges made against ex-Congressman E. P. 


Allen of Ypsilanti, Mich., who represented the 
Second District in Michigan for two terms, 
and who suffered with the rest of the Repub- 
licans in the Miechiganizing| movement under- 
taken two years ago.

Nevertheless he is a strong anti- 
Harrison man, and it is said he has taken 
these means of venting his antipathy to the 
administration. It is said that Morton was 
touched, and that he straightway reported 
the fact to the commission at Washington. 

As an offset to Mr. Morton’s alleged state- 
ment many of the officials who were inter- 
viewed by Mr. Roosevelt claim the question of 
funds was never broached! during ex-Con- 
gressman Allen's visit. 

Mr. Morton Has Nothing to Say. 

Mr. Morton has just returned from the East 
and he is at present confined to his bed by ill- 
ness. An attempt was made yesterday to 
have him confirm the report that he nad put 
the commission on the track of ex-Congress- 
man Alien, but he sent back word that he had 
nothing to say on the subject. He was then 
asked to deny ‘the report, but he insisted upon 
keeping silent.

Grover Cleveland, Jerry Simpson, 700 M. 
Palmer, and other noted men wrote letters of 
regret at their inability to attend the banquet 
of the Single Tax club last night at Washing- | 
ton ‘Hall, No. 70 East Adams street, and their | 
letters were read to the members of the club in 
lieu of the speeches they would have made if

The banquet was given to celebrate the an- 
niversary of the birth of Thomas Jefferson, 
and a large picture of Democracy’s patron 
saint, in a silver frame, hung over the Chair- 
man’s seat, while at the other end of the hall 
there was an equally large picture of Henry 
George in a gold frame. The banquet was 
over at 8:30 o’clock, and Warren Worth 
Bailey, President of the Single Tax club, 
made the introductory address by way of wel- 
come. He said, among other things:

FOLLY AND WISDOM ON THE SEWAGE 
QUESTION. 

The members of the Union League club 
spent their time last Tuesday night in listen- 
ing to speeches on the drainage question. 
Some of the speakers rioted in absurdities, 
and others talked common sense. Mr. Cooley 
defended his double-capacity rock-cut, and 
said that rather than reduce its size it would 
be better tomake it of a capacity that would 
carry a million feet. Chicago.“ said he 
proudly, will outgrow it.. Mr. Cooley will 
be insisting next on an enlargement of Lake 
Michigan, fearing that the city will outgrow 
that. Chief Engineer Williams dilated or his 
phantom water power at Lockport, and Mr. 
Hurd repeated the lecture which he has been 
delivering on the subject daily for the last five 
years. Mr. Wenter inade a few remarks. ‘The 
voice was the voice of Wenter, but the words 
were those of Cooley. 

Every one of these individuals insisted on a 
dilution of sewage with 600,000 cubic feet of 
water; and yet not one of them ventured to 
explain how that quantity of water was to be 
furnished from the lake. They did not sug- 
gest the enlargement of the Chicago River to 
carry that much. They did nq mention the 
project for a forty-million-dollar canal across 
Hyde Park and Lake. And, singularly 
enough, not one of the _members of the club 
asked the simple question how the water was 
to be supplied, nor did any one of them ask 
the trustees present why they did not begin 
operations at this end of the line by widening 
and deepening the canal, and thus permit Chi- 
eago to obtain relief at an early day by pump- 
ing sewage from the canal into the Desplaines. 

The practical, sensible remarks of ex-Mayor 
Roche contrasted strikingly with the wild, 
vague utterances of the doctrinaires anc 
schemers who followed him. He pointed out 
the absurdity of digging a 600,000-feot channel 
when it was utterly out of the question to fur- 
nish that amount of water from the lake, 
whether the law demanded it or not. He 
pointed out that the quantity of water which 
could be passed through the Chicago River 
without imterfermg with its navigation was 
but 250,000 cubic feet a minute, a quantity 
which was sufficient for all purposes of dilu- 
tion and which would more than meet all the 
requirements of the people of the valley who 
are now receiving sewage with a dilution of 
Only about 38,000 cubic feet. 

Mr. Roche also derided the pretended fears 
which some people express regarding extraor- 
dinary spring freshets ia the Desplaines, oe- 
curring perhaps once in ten years. They are 
willmg to spend millions to provide against 
remote and indefinite events which would do 
no harm were they to happen. 
nel with a capacity of 800,000 eubic fect and 
with the tunnel intakes four miles out, à great 
freshet in the Desplaines would have uo worse 
effect on the drinking water than the sewage 
poured into the lake by the Milwaukee River. 

Mr. Roche pointed out clearly the difference 
between the effect of a big freshet in the Des- 
plaines now and what it would be were there 
achannel down which 300,000 cubic feet of 
water were flowing every minute to the IIli- 
nois. At present the water of the river is su- 
persaturated with sewage: ‘lhere are great 
deposits of it at the bottom. The slightest 
thing is sufficient to send the sewage lakeward 
and a heavy freshet in the Desplaines would 
send large quantities toward the crib. But if 
there were a steady southward current a 
freshet would have no bad consequences— 


For you will remember that in place of the pres- 
ent conditions of the Chicago River we would dis- 
charge 300,000 cubic feet of water, the strong cur- 
rent would carry with it the offensive matter and 
wash out the flithiness, so that when the freshet 


came it would not be as it is at the present time— 


in a condition to have all the offensive matter 
driven out into the lake: it would have passed 
away in the current that had been created by the 
opening up of the Desplaines River. 

It would de no more necessary to bother 
about the Desplaines floods when there was a 
800,000 foot channel than to be troubled over 
the sewage discharged into the lake by the 
places situated on the Illinois, Indiana, Mich- 
igam, and Wisconsin shores of the lake, and 
money spent out of fear of those storm waters 
would be utteriy wasted. 

Another practical speaker was Gen. William 
Sooy Smith, an engineer of admitted ability. 
who told the navigation cranks to let their 
wild schemes go and advised them to attend to 
sewage disposal, He notified them that the 
day never would come when they would sse 
steamers start from here on their way to 
South America.via the drainage channel, and 
that instead of making an eighteen-foot chan- 
nel from here to Joliet, which would be a 
useless waste of money, they should confine 
their efforts to an attempt to get eight feet of 
navigation in the Illinois and the Mississippi. 

Nevertheless, the meeting adopted a resolu-

Lest Senator Stewart should make any fur-

Those documeuts contain the proof that 
when the price ‘of silver bullion! was rising 
about twenty months ago Senator Stewart 
had no scruples about taking mortgages paya- 
ble in “ lawful money, but as soon as the de- 
cline set in he changed his mind, and the gold- 
coin clause inserted in all contracts made 
for him after the close of November attests 
the care with which he guarded his own in 
terests from damage by the working of meas- 
ures .which he had advocated and voted for. 
He is reported to be still anxious that the peo- 
ple shall have cheap money to enable them to 
pay off their debts to others than hitnself with 
less value than that of the obligation 9 when it 
was incurred. 


WAR OF THE CATTLE MEN. 

A terrible state of affairs is reported to ex- 
ist in Johnson County, Wyo.. on the east- 
ern side of the Big Horn Mountains. The 
owners or managers of the big cattle ranches 
in that region have long suffered from the 
depredutions committed by organized bands of 
thieves, technically known there as “ rust- 
lers, and took up artns in alleged self-protec- 
tion. Last Monday forty of them were sur- 
rounded at the T. A. rauch by about three 
hundred of their foes. The result is not yet 
known here, but the worst may be feared, as 
all the men are fully armed, and the feeling 
on both sides is intensely bitter. ‘The settlers 
for many miles around the scene of the siege 
are fleeing for their lives, and not without 
reason. Stage coaches have been stopped, 
and men shot down in broad daylight. To 
make matters worse a band of Crow Indians 
have left their reservation and are helping the 
rustlers by running off cattle and horses from 
the ranches, while it is intimated that a prom- 
inent Sheriff in the neighborhood is in sympa- 
thy with the thieves, 

The trouble is one of longstanding. A 
num ber of small stock-growers and others who 
tried the doubtful experiment of farming on 
the arid lands have been injured by the own- 
ers of the big herds or the men who represent- 
ed them on “the plains. Some of the little 
fellows were driven off and felt sore, Their 
case has been taken up by a lot of lawless 
characters in much the same way as the griev- 
ances of wurkmginen in London are some- 
times made the pretext for rob outrages by 
the worst classes of the British metropolis. 
That is why the wicked rustlers find it easy to 
operate; they are more or less sympathized 
with by the aggrieved ones. For this reason 
juries have failed to convict in cases where 
the worst of crimes have been proved, the 
shooting down of men in cold blood being 
added to the theft of live stock. Then it is 
said the Sheriffs and Deputy Sheriffs of the 
thief-infested counties have owed their posi- 
tions to the votes and influence of the out- 


laws, and that in one or two cases the Sheriffs 


have personally appropriated stray cattle and 
have hed deputies who were actually rustlers. 
Under such conditions the thieves became 
bold, They not only took unbranded calves 
aud put their oon marks upon them, but had 
the audacity to run off by the carload cattle 
and horses that had been stolen from the 
ranches of men whom they had intimidated to 
the extent of forcing them to leave the place. 
The ranchmen tried the virtue of association, 
and adopted regulations for the tracing of the 


stolen property when offered for sale in the 


markets eastward, as well as for reclai ning 
the value of éstrays. Then the rustlers essayed 
another rote. It is reported that during last 
year they did a land-office business in sell- 
ing dressed beef to army contractors and to 
the subcontractors working on the Burlington 
and Missouri grade in the northern part of 
the State. They stole hundreds of cattle, 
either by shooting them down or running them 
off to be slaughtered for sale to the persons 
sufficiently unscrupulous to buy the meat at a 
big cut from regular prices, The fellows 
guilty of these outrageous proceedings are seid 
to have cloaked their villainy by posing as 
small stockmen, and actually held a meet- 
ing at Buffalo, in the northern part of John- 
son County, where they masqueraded under 
the title of the Jorthern Wyoming Farmers’ 
and Stock Growers’ Association.”’ They then 
arranged for the annual round up to suit their

scene. This was the last straw. The b 
ranchers determined to “ teach a lesson to 
rascals’ by organizing an armed force. They 
were surrounded as above described, and it is 
said the Sheriff has taken on a lot of the rust- 
lers as special deputics for the purpose of dis- 
persing the ranchers under cover of the law, 
though he has stipulated that they shail not 


use the power for the avengitig of past wrongs. 

It is stated that President Harrison has 
given orders to the War Department to send 
to the scene a force of soldiers sufficiently 
large to preserve the peace between the con- 
tending parties, and that troops from Fort 
McKinney will immediately proceed thither. | 
So it is probable the armed array on both 


sides will soon be dispersed, but it is not 
likely that the trouble is over.

to drive out all the bad characters who infest | 


that region, and it is much to be hoped that 


a fuller recoguition on the part of the big cat- 
tle men of the rights of those who are striving 
to make an honest living in an humble way. 


THE SILVER OONSPIRACY. 

In an editorial communication to the Lon- 
don Financial Times Mr. Ottomar Haupt, the 
well-known economic writer, makes some inter- 
esting statements bearing on the possible price 
of silver. He says it has been proved by Profs. 
Roberts and Austin of London that the de- 
silverization of lead costs only two shilling, 
and of copper and cupriferous products only 
ashilling and eleven pence per ounce fines 
while silver ores can be treated at one shilling 
and five pence, and the refining of native guld 
costs only two pence halfpenny. On the 
average, therefore, the cos‘ of production of fine 


vilver may be set down at about twenty pence” 


(40 cents)—that is to say. less than half the 
lowest price of the metal at the present time. 
He thinks there must be a further decline in 
the price of silver, 

And why not? There is no more reason for 
silver selling away above the cost of producing 
and transporting it to a market than exists 
for the fixing of artificially high prices on 
wheat or pork. Much less. It is. not many 
years since the average citizen of this Repub- 
lic managed to exist for months together 
without hardling a dollar's worth of coin, but 
he could no more live without food and cloth- 
ing than we can dispense with those things 
now. Hence the owner of a silver mine has 
ao special claim to be protected from loss. 
Still less does the country owe it to him to 
rate his product at two and a half times its 
commercial value. Yet that is precisely what 


would be done by our government if it should 


now rule that 37144 grains of silver are worth 
a dollar when the fact is that quantity of sil- 
ver can be produced for less than 40 cents. 
These figures, quoted from the other side of 
the Atlantic, show that Congressman Harter 
of Ohio knew just what he was talking about 
when he said a few weeks ago that silver then 
was being produced for 41 cents per ounce. 
Many people who read the statement thought 
the speaker must have been thisreported, but 
it is significant that its accuracy has not been 
denied by any of the men who are credited 
with knowing the facts in the case. They 
have kept discreetly silent on the subject, 
hoping it would die out quietly, but it may 
not be thus easily disposed of. It is in order 
now to press the fact home upon the fellows 
who formed a gigantic conspiracy to rob the 
American people and make the government 
its agent in perpetrating the fraud. The 
press of the whole country ought now to take 
up the topic, and irrespective of party affili- 
ations denounce the members of the ring 
which tried to organize a silver trust with 
its headquarters in the National Treasury 
Building at Washington, through which they 


could sell all the product of their mines to tha, 


people at three times the actual cost of produc- 
tion or two and a half times the value of the 
metal, after allowinga fair margin of profit to 
the producer, 

The trusts formed to control Standard Oil, 
sugar, whisky, gas, and other things may well 
hide their diminished heads by the side of 
this most stupendous of all the combinations 
ever formed to rob the people. They are mere 
molehills by the side of a huge mount- 
ain, on the summit of which such 
pigmies as Bland and Stewart have 
paraded in the role of would-be giants, 
and from its lofty heights aimed at the people 
their artillery, which would have spread dire 
havoc had the effect been equal to the inten- 
tion of the fellowsin whose interest these 
pigmies tried toact. The silver conspiracy 
was bigger than all the rest could have been 
if rolled into one, and deserves a greater 


measure of popular indignation than that

The great strike in the Lancashire cotton mills 
was partiy put in force today. Several mills 
closed down. Tomorrowa wajortty of the 
mills will close. The great previous strike of 
this kind affected 7,000,000 spindles. The 
present one involves the idleness of fully 
twice that mumber. The. market does not 
seem to be greatly affected by the movement 
and the indications point to a belief the trade 
stoppage will not last over a fortnight when a 
settlement is expected to be reached. 

The four weavers from Lancashire who 
formed part of a company of emigrants to 
Brazil and recently returned destitute from 
that country are receiving numerous dona- 
tions from charitable persons in Southampton 
toenable them to complete their journey 
homeward. The disasters which have befallen 
nearly every expedition to Brazil have had the 
effect of almost completely stopping emigra- 
tion to that country, which at one time was 
regarded as a veritable El Dorado for the Brit, 
ish workingman.

They spare our lives 
but kill our honor, There is not a word of 
truth in Ahiwardt’s statement, as you will see 
from this official letter, dated Dec, 24.

Maomp, Aprii13.—The Anarchists scem to 
some extent to have abandoned their dyna- 
mite outrages for the present and have taken 
to letter writing as a means to create fear.

SEARCHER PIERCE IS NOW ON TRIAL, 


Iowa’s Prohibitionist. Examined for Mur- 
der. 

IxpIANOLA, Iai, April 13.—[Special. }]—De-

Pat Morrissey, who was attendimg a ‘horse 
race near the scene of the shooting and ran 
immediately to the \spot, swore that Pierce 
met him with two revolvers and threatened to 
shoot him if he came near. 

A. B. Wells swore that ten days before the 
shooting he heard Pierce threaten to kill any- 
body who tried to keep him from the dump- 
ing grounds. |

shot ing was premeditated. As to the occur- 
rences at the time, S. S. Smith, who drove a 
garbage wagon, was a clear witness. He testi- 
fied: * Pierce drove up and asked Wishart what 
he was going to do with the gun in his hand.

Pierce pal out of ‘his 
buggy and ordered his men to dig a hole in 
which to dump the garbage. Wishart object- 
ed and Pierce commagded him to surrender 
and give up his gun. While speaking Pierce 
approached Wishart with his revolver leveled 
at the latter. Wishart at this time had his re} 
volver in his hand which hung at his side. 

Some words which I did not hear passed 
between them, when, suddenly, Pierce, by # 
motion of the wrist, elevated his pistol and 
fired. Wishart answered the shot and fired 
twice in rapid succession. Pierce fired three 
times and had the last shot.

RAILROADS ATTACKING THE LAW. 


A Concerted Attempt to Break Down In- 
diana’s Tuxation Statute,

PARK COMMISSIONERS PROTEST. 


They Object to the Closing of One Entrance 
ta Jackson Park by the Ilipois Central. 
The South Park Commissioners at yester- 

day’s meeting entered a protest against the 

closing up of the entrance to Jackson Park 
from Miaway Plaisance through the proposed 
elevation of the Illinois Central tracks from 

Pifty-first to Sixty-third streets. In the 


course of the discuasidn of the ordinance and 


communication Commissioner Russell char- 
acterized the ordinance as “ an Illinois Central 
ordinance from start to finish’’ and not a 
World's Fair ordinance at all.“ 

The matter came up in the form of a com- 
munication from President Baker of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, inclosing a 
copy of the ordinance and asking that the 
board approve of its passage. After some dis- 
cussion the followimg reply was sent to Presi- 
dent Baker:

the Average Englishman Is Ignorant of 


‘> This Metropolis — Impressions Gained 


During the Visit Last Year-—The Won- 
derful Progress Shown in Thirty Years— 
What the Visitors of 1893 May Expect 
to See and Hear. 


** Chicago and Its Exhibition” is the title 
of an article written by Sir Henry Trueman 
Wood, Secretary to tlie British section of the 
Royal Commission for the World's Fair (who 
visited Chicago in 1891), which appears in the 
April number of the toi edition of the 
Nineteenth Century. 

A brilliant English Arbor, he saye in 
commencing his articles. has described Chi- 
cago as ‘a purposeless hell.” At certain pe- 
riods of the summer the second half of the 
description is not without justification, bat in 
what respect Chicago or ite population lacks 
vurpose I am at a loss to imagine. The 
collective purpose of Chicago is to become the 
biggest city on the earth. The individual pur- 
pose of every citizen of Chicago is to make 
the greatest number of dollars in the short- 
est possible space of time. The individual 
very frequently succeeds, The community is 
in a fair way to success. 

To the average Euglibhman Chicago is 
not much more than a name, representing a 
big city right in the middle of the United 
States, probably unfinished, very rough and 
uncomfortable, possessing for its chief public 
institutions pork factories where hogs are 
converted into bacon by machinery at some 
unknown rapidity calculated in pigs per min- 
ute! We have all heard of the great fire, we 
have all admired the recuperative pluck whith 
built a new city in thestill smoking ruins of 
the old, but on the whole we know very little 


about that new city, and what wedo know is 


generally incorrect. 
Foreigners Who Know Chicago. 

a large class of En- 
glishmen whose business takes them io the 
States, and who know Chieago as they knew 
New York, or London, or Birmingham, or 
Berlin. There are also the globe-trotters. A 
large number of these go to Chicago. They 
cannot help it; it is on their way to so many 
places.

Not- 
withstanding that, however, there is no use 
of holders of this stock coming to the conclusion 
that their property is absolutely worthless, and 
sacrificing it for anything they can get. There 
are a few signs of a settlement of the r war. 
Indeed, its violence is more pronounced than it 
has been at auy time before, but in that very vio- 
lence there is reason for. congratulation, for it 
must mean that hostilities will be more quickly 
terminated. ‘There seems but, little question that 
dividends must be for a time suspended, but it 
need not be taken for granted that such a suspen- 
sion will be permanent. Investors in railway 
stocks have in times past had their feelings har- 
rowed and their — depleted by rail- 
road wars, which yuently got to a point where 
a settlement looked quite as hopeless as it does 
in the beer situation.

There are some wholesome lessons to be learned 
from this situation and one of them is that the 
theory that has been so glibly talked by promoters, 
that it is fair to capitalize property on its earning 
capacity, is not a good theory.

The moral of this lesson might be applied with 
profit, perhaps, to some of the street railway se- 
curities.
